The officers of th e Revenue M atine S er­ 
vice, which is under th e cognizance of the 
T reasury D epartm ent, are very much exer­ 
cised over a proposition by the N avy De­ 
p artm ent to secure an A ct of Congress a t 
the next session for the gradual absorption 
of th e corps into the navy ; ia other words, 
to utilize it as an avenue for tbe advance­ 
m ent of the younger officers of th e navy. 
From tim e to tim e the duties of the servio - 
have Jjeen increased, and its field of o¡ 
- 
ations extended, until from m erely act: 
. 
as an additional security for the protection 
of the revenue, num erous im portant tru sts 
have been intrusted to its care. 
In tim e 
of peace it suppresses smuggling, assists id 
enforcing quarantine and the neutrality 
laws, aids the civil authorities in cap tu r­ 
ing crim inals coming from Europe, subdues 
m utinies, fires and piracy, enforces obedi­ 
ence to th e laws governing commerce, 
looks after the interests of the G overn­ 
m ent in relation to tim ber lands, attends 
to buoys th a t have been misplaced, and 
sees th a t keepers of lighthouses discharge 
th eir duties. 
The revenue m arine dates 
from M arch 21, 1791, when it was estab­ 
lished w ith a fleet of ten vessels specially 
built, arm ed and equiped by A ct of Con­ 
gress, and officered by men who fought 
side by side w ith the naval heroes of th e 
Revolution. 
A lexander H am ilton origin­ 
ated the plan of a revenue cu tter service ; 
through bis efforts tho first vessels bearing 
the revenue llag were launched : and by his 
recom m endations the officers were regular­ 
ly nom inated by the President, confirmed 
by th e Senate, and commissioned precisely 
as were arm y and navy officer?. 
Commo­ 
dore Edw ard Preble first saw actual service 
as cotnmaDder of the revenue cn tter Pick­ 
ering. 
The present revenue m arine service 
hag a fleet of thirty-six vessels, and less 
than 1,000 officers and men. In 1881 these 
vessels cruised 300,000 miles, boarded and 
exam ined 30,000 vessels, seized or reunited 
over 3 000 for v elation of laws, rescued 
148 vessels in distress, valued a t $3,000,­ 
000, 
and 
saved 
141 
lives. 
The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury a signs stations to 
th e different revenue vessels, determ ines 
the num ber and relative rank of officers, 
rate s and num ber of p etty cfficerp, seamen 
and others to be employed on board, and 
designates the Collector under whose su- 
peripteridency each vessel shall be placed. 
T he cruising grounds of revenue vessels are 
designated by the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury. 
M any naval officere have served in 
tho revenue marine. 
In the early years of 
the service officers were perm itted to em ­ 
ploy their slaves on board in the capacity 
of stew ards, cooks, servants and even sea­ 
men. 
The cabins and wardrooms were 
fitted up a t the expense of the officers a t­ 
tached to th e cutter.

able them to produce a t home. 
W omen 
and men, too, it is found, engage in home 
woYk of a character indicated w ith profit 
and pleasure. 
Em broidery, painting, en­ 
graving and working in woods haB, indeed, 
become rem arkably prevalent in the homes 
of the people, 


JUST NOW 
T here is a great dem and for articles in 
“ staiD.” 
0 :d stand-fram es are rebuilt and 
converted into charm ing book rests, w in­ 
dow roos and cornices, and music shelves, 
tables of simple and severe beauty are made 
from 
a 
plank 
and 
a 
few 
sticke ; 
fram es of elegant sim plicity are made at 
home, 
moldings 
are disappearing 
and 
curves retiiing, while acute augles and 
Square corners m ark nearly all kinds of 
furniture. 
This renders the w ork of the 
am ateur more easy, and m akes it possible 
for him to produce at home m any useful 
and ornam ental articles. 
T nere is nothing 
of this character a t this tim e costing more 
if purchased than articles of stained wood, 
and nothing of this class th a t is more easily- 
m ade 
a t 
home. 
W hat is needed 
is 
patic-noe, reasonably good taste and the 
experience th a t will follow- a few failures. 


WHAT THE AMATEUR NEEDS 
Tor ordinary light work in woods a t borne 
is a fair set of ordinary tools, including 
a good m iter block and try square, brad­ 
awls, escutcheon pins, com passes, brads, 
finishing nails, screws of assorted sizes, a 
fine sn-t a coarse saw, and one of those 
sm all mit* r squares for the cutting of small 
pieces w ith a snarp knife. H e should have, 
also, a good glue-pot, a bottle of Ruby 
gilding, varnishes and oils as needed, three 
or four sizes of the new style of am ateur 
planes, tiles (Hat, half round and rat-tail), 
sand paper of several grades, pumice stone, 
a bit of chamois skin, and sach assortm ent 
cf thin fancy woods as his taste suggestB 
and his purse perm its. 
A t th e planing 
m ills he can procure any kind of thoroughly 
seasoned wood of all thicknesses, b ut he 
w ill seldom need anything exceeding half 
inch, while moldings and plain strips are 
to be had at will. 
Thus w ith sm all outlay 
a stock for w inter home bench-work may 
be easily laid. 
B ut not all these are abso­ 
lutely necessary. Some very fine w ork was 
recently shown, where the only tools used 
w ere a knife, fine saw, brad-awl, hammer, 
com bination m iter and square, 


THE AMATEUR 
H aving constructed 
a desired 
article, 
wishes perhaps to stain it, and to instsruct 
him in th a t regard is the purpose of th e 
present article. 
The task of staining wood 
m ay a t first result in failure, bu t any sort 
of application w ill bring success. 
His 
w ork will be easier if his wood has been of 
close grain. 
H e m ust first dress w ith safid- 
paper or em ery his wood to the sm oothest 
possible surface. 
H e should next fill it, 
and this m ay be done w ith any of the 
p ate n t fillers, or w ith ordinary shellac, or 
b etter still, a m ixture of linseed oil, tu r­ 
pentine and um ber, or Buch other color as 
is tit for th e color finally to be applied. 
T nis is to be rubbed in and rubbed dry 
w ith woolen or a bit of chamois skin, 
He 
should then p u tty up all holes and irregu­ 
larities, and when it is well dried rub down 
w ith pum ice-stone and w ater, cleaning 
w ith clear w ater. 
I t is beat to apply 
n ext 
a prim ing of oil color according 
to 
th e 
nature 
of 
the 
article, 
and 
this, 
when thoroughly dry, 
should be 
rubbed down w ith pumice. 
If it is to be 
lacquer work a second and th ird priming 
may he applied, 
bu t one m ust be thor­ 
oughly dry before another is applied. 
The 
rubbing down m ust work to 


A -SMOOTH SURFACE 
Only, and not dress off the prim ing en­ 
tirely. 
An easy circular m otion w ith the 
stone or pad is best to produce an even 
surface. For ordinary staining the prim ing 
is not usually applied, but the am ateur 
m ay be content w ith well filling the grain 
of the wood and bringing it to a smooth 
surface. 
In applying prim ing alw ays put 
on the second coat in a direction opposite 
to the first. 
In pum icing fine articles nse 
linseed oil w ith the pumice stone instead 
of w ater, and cleanse w ith a bit of w et 
sponge, and rub dry w ith chamois. 
Never 
use linen rags. 
If exceeding fine work is 
to 
be 
done 
th e 
first 
lacquer 
coat 
itself 
should, 
when 
thoroughly 
hard, 
be pumiced down, bu t w ith this yon m ust 
proceed w ith the greatest care, never ro b ­ 
bing tnrough the coat, and aiming only to 
w ork out all the inequalities of surface. 
W hen your pum ice-stone grows dull, rub 
it against another, and it will “ ta k e ” or 
c a t 1 ke new. 
M ost of th e 
ebonized 
w ork for sale in th e stores these days has 
th e stain applied directly upon the filled 
wood w ithout all this prim ing, b ut the 
finest work is prim ed, and lacquer work 
m ust be. 
W hen your stain is applied it 
m ay be varnished or polished. 
You m ust 
varnish in a room free from dust and closed 
tightly, and used as little as possible while 
th e varnish is drying. 
E ither camel’s hair 
or bristle brushes are used for v arn ist. 
ing, and they need to be of three or four 
sizes. 
U se no brush th a t loses its bristles 
afcer 
having 
had fair 
soaking 
for 
a 
day 
or 
so 
in 
water. 
Cleanse 
your 
brushes 
at 
once—never 
let 
them 
harden. 
Varnishing requires practice, and 
only general hints can be given. Tne ama 
te u r should practica frequently on bits of 
board before he attem pts finished work. A 
few hours thus put in will give him kuowl. 
edge useful through life. 
Varnishing 


MUST BE DONE QUICKLY, 
T ouch no piece twice, lay on in one direc­ 
tion, and w ith uniform strokes ; do not 
tak e coo much in the brush a t one tim e ; 
lay on oil varnish cold, but volatile varnish 
m ay be applied either cold or warm. 
Do 
not blow or breathe on your varnished sur­ 
face, or it will coagulate. 
L ie varnishes 
m ust never be laid on very thickly or in 
layers of varying thickness. 
W ith lac­ 
quered articles th e lac-varnish m ust lie 
pumiced. 
I t is a work of delicacy and 
cannot be cone until the surface ehines like 
a m irror. To polish lac-varaishes they m ust 
be first pum iced w ith pumice-stone powder­ 
ed as finely as possible. 
Then rub the 
layers of lacquer w ith burnt hartshorn 'or 


burned and prepared oyster shells, mixed 
with water, using a small pad nntil lnster 
shows. 
Rub in the end with a bit of suet 
on the pad and remove the grease with 
hair powder, or chamois may do it. 
B at 
lacquering, we apprehend', will be under­ 
taken by the few only. 


s t a in e d w o r k 
Is easier and m ors in dem and at this time. 
P u t on the stain after filling the wood or 
getting it to a sm ooth surface. 
Some put 
on one coat of stain and then fill the wood 
and polish. 
I t insures depth to the stain. 
I’umiee smooth and finish w ith shave erass. 
W hen the stain is all on you may finish 
w ith colorless varnish, from one to five 
coats, polishing the last coat—or yon may 
polish only. 
The wood mav be first coated 
w ith glue S'zi and then polished, bu t it is 
more difficult than to fill w ith oil color, 
Y our surface being m ade as smooth as is 
possible, the stain is to be applied, and a 
variety of these are here given, as also re­ 
ceipts for lacquer, b ut fuller instructions 
w ill be given as to lacquer and glaze sur­ 
faces hereafter. 
Concerning stain3 and 
ebonized work there is no great difficulty. 
I t is to be remembered th a t real ebony has 
no glaring polish. 
I t is of a deep dark or 
bluish-dark, d eep-polislei surface, and no 
varnish finish is ever seen on ebony. 
H- nee, 
if 
varnish is used, it m ust be 
rubbed down to deprive it of gloss, b ut the 
easier w ork is to polish the stain direct. 


EBONY LACQUER FOR WOODWORK. 
Aniline hydro-chloride, ,3 5 o z.; spirits of 
wine, .35 oz. 
A pply after the. wood has 
been first soaked with a solution of 1 part 
of blue vitriol and 100 parts of water. 
W hen this is perfectly dry apply th e solu­ 
tion of aniline salt. 
Use a small soft 
sponge, and in this, as in all cases, protect 
the fingers from the stain, else you will 
carry the sign of your work for some days 
abroad. 
B etter let your druggist mix the 
blue vitriol, and rem em ber th a t it is a 
poison. 
A short tim e after applying the 
wood will assume a deep black color. 
You 
can leave it w ithout further co atin g ; but 
if you wish a luster, a coat of ordinary cab­ 
inetm akers' varnish will do. 
W ith an or­ 
dinary graver, or a sharp knife, you may, 
before ebonizing, cut in the soft wood small 
leaves and vines to taste, and when the 
stain is finished, gild these w ith ruby gild­ 
ing put on w ith a cam el’s-hair pencil. T hi- 
is the least difficult of all th e work. 
Or 
you may do your lining and carving after 
ebonizing, and color th e design w ith other 
colored stain ui your taste dictf teé. 


ANOTHER BLACK STAIN. 
A nother is of 17.5 ounces Brazil wood, 
.525 of an ounce alum. 
Boil an hour w ith 
2 75 pounds of w ater. 
F ilter from the 
Brazil wood. 
Apply as hot as is possible, 
A violet color results. 
Then apply t so­ 
lution of 2.1 
ounces iron filings, 1.05 
ounces common salt, 17.5 ounces vinegar, 
and a beautiful black will result. 


ANOTHER. 
This is a good preparation : S.75 ounces 
gall uuta, 2.2 pounds log-wood (concentra­ 
ted extract is best). 
Boil in 2 2 pounds 
rain-w ater for an hour (a copper boiler is 
best). 
F ilter or strain through felt or 
sto u t woolen. 
A pply warm. 
A beautiful 
black results.

SIMPLER YET. 
R unge’a chrome ink produces a deep 
chrome black. 
I t is of .525 of an ounce of 
ex tract of logwood, 2.2 pounds of soft hot 
w ater ; add when lukew arm .035 of an 
ounce of chrom ate of potash. 
Apply, and 
a dark brown results. 
W hen dry apply 
th e solution of iron filings, salt and vine­ 
gar, and an ebony black follows. 


BLUE STAIN. 
F or blue stain, 1.05 ounces finest indigo 
carm ine in 8 75 ounces of w a te r; apply 
several times. 
Or 3.5 ounces of French 
verdigris in 3.5 ounces of urine and 8 75 
ounces of wine vinegar. 
F ilter and apply. 
T hen apply a solution of 2 1 ounces car­ 
bonate of potassa in 8 75 ounces soft w ater. 
Brush over until the tin t of bine required 
appears. 
A new and fine process for blue on wood 
is to use bleu de Lyon (reddish blue), bleu 
de Iumiere (pure blue), or light blue (green­ 
ish blue) of aniline colors. 
Dissolve one 
part of either in th irty paita of spirits of 
wine. 
YELLOW. 
For yellow, .52 of an ounce nitric acid 
(poison, and keep from th e skin) in 1.57 
ounces of soft water.

of

w ater ; 
then

an ounce of pure picric a cil, dissolved in 
2.1 ounces of boiling soft w ater. 
Mix both 
solutions. 
A very beautiful, durable green 
can 
be th u s 
obtained. 
O r 
.35 
of 
an ounce of aniline green in 4 2 ounces 
of spirits of wine. 
All the different shades 
of green m ay be produced by adding blue 
or yellow stain. 


WALNUT STAIN. 
T nis is for soft wood : 3.15 ounces man- 
ganate of potassa and 3 15 ounces sulphate 
m anganese in 5 25 quarts of hot w ater 
A pply hot and several times, according as 
light or dark shades are desired. 


V A HOG A NY. 
M adder, 
17 5 o u n ces; rasped yellow 
wood, n 75 ounces. 
Boil an 
hour íd 5 5 
pounds w ater. 
A pply hot. 
Or, m adder, 
17 5 ounces ; grou ml log wood, 8 75 ounces. 
Beil an hour in 5 5 pounds w ater. 
Filter, 
when dry. 
If you wish a darker color 
apply a solution of 5 25 ounces carbonate 
of potassa in 4 4 pounds of w ater. 
F ilter 
through blotting paper. 
P u t on cold. 


REP STAIN. 
F or red 2 2 pounds finely pow dered 
Lima red dye-wood, and 2,1 ounces car­ 
bonate of potassa. 
F a t fin a bottle w ith 
5.5 pounds of w ater. 
Set in a w arm place 
eight diys, frequently shaking it. 
F ilter 
through a cloth. 
H eat and apply until a 
beautiful red appears. 
To brighten the 
color, apply while w et a solution of 2 1 
ounces of alum (free from iron), in 2 2 
pounds of w ater. 
Prepare this last by heat 
and filter.. W hen th e stains are dry rub 
w ith linseed oil, when varnisli may be ap­ 
plied if desired. 


AS TO POLISHING 
Reference ¡3 made to w hat was said about 
polishing lac varnishes. 
You m ay use 
ordinary cabinet polish, ruby shellac, 10 
parts ; spirits of wine, 40 parts ; or Vienna 
polish G 3 ounces finest shellac in 2 42 
pounds 96 per cent, 
alcohol; or dark 
polish, 10.5 ounces ruby shellac, 2.1 ounces 
Venetian turpentine 
dissolved 
in 
4.4 
pounds 90 per cent, alcohol, and filtered 
through blot ing paper ; or French polish, 
5 ounces naphtha, 1 ounce fioest shellac. 1 
drachm m yrrh, 10 grains isinglass and 6 
drachm s olive oil. 
Ponr a little linseed 
oil into one dish, some French polish into 
another. 
M ake a pad of woolen rag, satu ­ 
rate w ith the polish, draw a linen cloth 
tightly over it. 
A pply one drop of oil and 
one drop of po’iih to the pad. 
Then nse 
free circular strokes and slight pressure. 
Nee th at all parts have a like finish. 
Finish off w ith a little spirits of wine on a 
clean pad. 
Chamois is best. 


£ WHITE POLISH 
Is 10 parts completely bleached shellac and 
45 to 50 parts spirits of wine. 
I t is color­ 
less and for light woods. 
T urners use it 
to give a beautiful, glossy appearance to 
thcT work. 
M ost polishes and all varnishes are to he 
had cheaply ready prepared ; we nave 
given the formulas th at their constituents 
may be known. 
ready-prepared ebon­ 
izing fluid tha) we have ever seen is w orth 
purchasing. 
Some two years ago we gave 
this receipt fa r ebonizing, and have known 
it to be used easily and successfully : One- 
qu arter of a pound of ex tract of logwood, 
ti oncees green copperas, one-half gallon of 
vinegar. 
Lay on w a rm ; wash w ith the 
iron filings and vinegar solution (steel til­ 


inga from a saw-filing shop are better). 


ANOTHER 
T hat we have used w ith good effect is : 
Boil one-half pound extract of logwood in 
tw o quarts of w a te r; add 1 ounce pearl- 
ash, one-half 
ounce verdigris, 
one-half 
ounce copperas, one-half ounce chiaa blue. 
Strain ; add one-half pound steel filings 
rusted ; lay on warm. 
A uother is : W ash 
the wood w ith a solution of sulphate of 
iron. 
W hen dry apply a m ixture of nut- 
galls ; v ip c w ith a sponge and cold w ater ; 
polish w ith linseed oil.

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STORM SIGNALS—TIDAL. 
Daniels, 
Colusa—(1). 
Tnere are no 
coasts so fully guam ed by th e display of 
storm signals as the coasts of the U bited 
States. 
The observers at the stations are 
practiced iu th e A rm y and N avy Signal 
Codes, in {he use of sem aphores and in the 
International Code of Signals, by which 
they are prepared to bold comm unication 
w ith vessels of any nation at sea coming 
w ithin signal distance. 
I t is so arranged 
th at any question as to w eather changes 
anticipated, signaled from any vessel to the 
shore etatiun, is im m ediately transm itted 
by telegraph to the central office, whence a 
prom pt reply is returned, and it in tu rn 
signaled to the vestcL To m ake this clearly 
an answ er to your question, let us suppose 
the case ot a ship leaving N ew Y oik for a 
Southern port. 
A rrived off the capes of 
Delaware, she signals a station and asks if 
it will be safe to pass H atteras, and in a 
brief tim e word is signaled back to her th a t 
a storm is a t th at tim e moving northerly 
near 
H atteras, 
and 
th a t 
it 
would 
be 
beat 
for 
her 
to 
take 
shelter 
at 
th e Delaware breakw ater. 
The signals 
are m ade by flags by day aud lanterns 
by night. 
The cautionary signal gives no­ 
tice of an approaching storm from any 
direction, and is by day a square red flag 
w ith a square black ceuter, aud by night a 
red light. 
There is a cautionary off-shore 
signal—a w hite flag w ith a black center 
above a red flag w ith a black center by 
day, or a w hite light above a red one by 
night. 
These mean th at winds of a land 
velocity of tw enty-five miles are expected 
to blow from a northern or w estern direc­ 
tion, or off-shore, at or near the place at 
which it is displayed. 
(2) Off th e south 
a rd southeast coasts of E ng'and are two 
tidal stream s known as the w est aud east 
channel stream s, running in opposite direc­ 
tions a t the same tim e. 
They are each 
about 180 miles long, and are separated by 
the S traits of Dover. 
Tne old sea Captain 
who told you the story you relate about 
these currents exposed his ignorance, to 
put it m ildly.

How ever, here is a receipt 
you can rely upon : Juice of sloes one pint, 
gum half ounce ; or n itrate of silver one 
part, w ater six parts, gum one part. Sugar 
added to ordinary ink will give it copying 
qualities.

WAVES. 
J . L. P ., Vallejo— There is a general 
error prevalent regarding the m atter. 
The 
bight and length of waves is nearly alw ays 
exaggerated. 
The best authorities place 
ocean waves of tw enty-four seconds’ dura­ 
tion and 3,000 feet in length as the extrem e 
lim it. 
The highest reliable m easurem ent 
of waves gives from 44 to 4S feet from hol­ 
low to crest, and such are very rare waves. 
W aves having a greater hight than 30 feet 
are very seldom encountered. 


GOLD YIELD. 
M iner “ C .,” N evada C ity—A ccording 
to Mr. B urchard’s report the deposits of 
gold a t th e m ints and assay offices during 
the calendar year 1881 am ounted to $98,­ 
763,426 OS, and, strange as it may seein 
to you, and notw ithstanding your citation 
of authority, n ot half of it was of dom estic 
production, for the dom estic product was 
reported at the m ints and assay offices to be 
834,871,859 46. 
He gives tbe export of 
dom estic gold bullion as only $160.766 for 
1881. 
The am ount of undeposited domestic 
gold used in the arts, he says, m ust, in 
part, be estim ated, 
and can safely be 
placed at half a million dollars.

S h o o t in g .—An exchange gives 
the following “ p o in ts” concerning duck 
shooting, which may prove of interest to 
our local sportsm en : Tne principal m anner 
of duck shooting at this season of the year 
is shooting at ponds over a decoy.

hunter in his boat enters one of these ponda 
before daylight, and the rule i®, no m atter 
if the birds lay before him in tens of thou­ 
sands, never to lire until he has set out his 
decoy and got into his blind. 
If he shoots 
the ducks become panic-stricken and will 
desert th e place probably for the entire 
day. 
A t nis approach they will fly oil, but 
they will surely return in twoa and threes 
or singly, and afford him excellent sport all 
day. 
Ducks are not so much alarm ed at 
toe discharge of guns when they do not see 
from whom it proceeds, and many a hunter 
nss spoiled a good day’s sport by allowing 
himself to tire into a flock on first coming 
to the pond. 
If a strong breeze is blowing 
on th e bay, the birds will return sooner to 
the pond for shelter and quiet, and offer 
easy shots to the concealed hunter, and a 
good shot w ith a brace of breech-loaders 
can enjoy himself until dark and till his 
boat w ith the piam p beauties.—[N apa R e­ 
porter.

and Sons,” how 
the new generation may be separated from 
the old one, and how the ideas of the sons 
may be unintelligible to the fathers. It íb 
not always or perhaps often so. For many 
centuries the changes between generations 
were very slow and slight. But the last 
’fifty years have been abnormally freighted 
with progressive agencies, and, as should 
have been expected, the revolutionary 
spirit has not been absent in fiction. The 
novel has long been a faithful representa­ 
tive of at least some salient characteristics 
of its period. Thus there has been the 
novel of action, the novel of sentiment, 
the novel of mixed action and sentiment, 
and finally the analytical novel, which is 
the latest result of the modern spirit of 
introspection, The novel of action was 
naturally the earliest. In the romance 
(where everybody is forever fighting or 
making love), the crude beginnings of 
this form of fiction are found. The 
school of sentimental fictioD, of the 
French kind, was happily exemplified 
once 
and for all by Richardson. 
Fielding was far in advance of his century 
in point of development. Scott revived 
and perfected the novel of action, and his 
works remain to-day the most vigorous, 
robust, manly, and altogether wholesome 
examples ot one of the most genial and 
natural of methods. In this country the 
school of action naturally claimed the pop­ 
ular preference, and Feniir.ore Cooper and 
William Gilmore Simms produced a line of 
ficción racy of the soil, and which will 
long keep its place in virtue of its intrinsic 
merits. The development of fiction, how­ 
ever, in the United States, was checked for 
many years. During the period which in 
England produced Dickens, Tuackeray, 
George Eliot, Bulwer, Anthony Trollope, 
Charles Reade, and many other talented 
authors, our literature was in a torpid con­ 
dition. The American novel was often in­ 
quired for, but it did not appear. The 
facilities for importing English novels 
seemed to have paralyzed native talent, 
and almost a generation passed without 
biinging forth one really considerable 
work of fiction on this side of the Atlantic. 
During this period the English novel 
had been undergoing marked changes. The 
analytic style was introduced by Thack­ 
eray, whose mastery of it has not since 
been approached, and it was developed by 
George Eliot. Anthony Trollope struck 
nut a new line for himself; a kind of analy­ 
sis possessing the minuteness, colorless­ 
ness, and uniformity, of a fine photograph ; 
a passionless dissection of motives and 
characters which for all its frigidity has a 
deep interest and power. But after so long 
a silence that the hoped-for American 
novel seemed mythical, the new American 
school of fiction suddenly revealed itself to 
a surprised world as a full-formed phenom­ 
enon, not only not crude, but really repre­ 
senting the most advanced deductions from 
the boldest of the modern intellectual 
lights. This new American school has for 
its exponents Mr. Henry James, Jr., and 
Mr. William D. Howells. It is true that 
they resemble one another ODly in a few 
particulars, but their resemblances classify 
them as belonging to the same school. 
They represent the Introspective Principle 
in its fullest development ; or, to be quite 
precise, Mr. James does. It is Intellectu- 
alism consciously asserting itself as against 
Animalism. Now the effort to develop a 
distinctively intellectual and psychological 
school of fiction invariably tends to pro­ 
duce in the artist some exaggeration akin to 
that which drove the Scholiasts of the 
Middle Ages to so many fantasies, in their 
efforts to escape from the Brutalism of their 
period. There was a school of Muscular 
Christianity not long ago, represented in 
fiction by “ Tom Brown’s School Days,” 
and such books. The new school might be 
called, in contradistinction to that, the 
school of Psychological Agnosticism. 
All the old forms are discarded by Mr. 
James. Thsre is no moral or hint of one. 
There are no unities. There is no plot. 
There is no beginning or end. 
The object 
is to paint pictures, as elaborate as micro 
scopic view-s, not only of persons, but of 
minds. In “ The Portrait of a Lady,” 
for instance, one may be said to be made 
acquainted with people’s souls rather than 
their bodies. Mr. James is continually 
taking them apart for analysis. And what 
is peculiar to the new school is that it 
possesses no humor. 
In the book just 
cited we doubt if there is a humorous 
sentence. The obvious tendency of the 
methods employed is toward somberness 
and gloom and a peculiar cultured de- 
8pair. In “ The Portrait of a Lady ” the 
heroine is a beautiful American gill who 
is made to destroy her own happiness in 
the most perverse way, and the art of the 
author is lavished in the subtle and del- 
ieata exposition of this poor girl's mel­ 
ancholy career. It is a book which leaves 
a singularly painful impression, de­ 
spite its 
unquestionable power and 
skill. 
Mr. Howells pays much more 
attention to nature. He is less psycho­ 
logical, and therefore more genial. 
He 
can paint character from without, as 
George Eüot often did. 
It often seems 
as if his introspective tendency marred 
rather than helped his work ; as though 
the subtleties of his method were not al­ 
together in harmony with his natural pre­ 
dilections. 
But in his casa also the 
analytical principle tends towards gloomi­ 
ness. Take for example his last story, 
“ A Modern Instance.” Here we have 
developed a most unlovable character in 
the person of Bartley Hubbard, whose 
abounding selfishness leads to the ruin of 
hi-- wif. s life, and finally to his own wreck. 
Now there is really only one genial char­ 
acter in the book, and that is Kinney, the 
cook of the logging-camp. 
If we did not know that the new school 
expressly disclaims morals, we might think 
that this book was written to show what 
comes of want of proper discipline ; for 
Bartley and Marcia are both lacking in 
traiuing, and both irreligious. But then 
Ben. Halleck, who has had abundant 
discipline and training, and who is de­ 
scribed as ideally good, confounds us by 
falling in love with another man’s wife so 
fiercely that two years of self-imposed ab­ 
sence fails to weaken the passion, to which 
moreover he is finally represented as yield­ 
ing. Altogether the impression left is de 
pressing, though not so much so as in the 
case of Mr. James’ works. Indeed there 
are parts of the latter’s writings so tre­ 
mendously philosophical as to remind one 
of the most didactic and (therefore) in­ 
tolerable chapters of Dauiel Deronda— 
which some people thought had been used 


by George Henry Lewes as a common­ 
place book for his psychologial memo­ 
randa. Now it may be that the coming 
man will be satisfied with nothing less 
than this kind of elaborate mental diver­ 
sion, but we are disposed to think that if 
he is really wiser than the present genera­ 
tion he will prefer Nature to even the most 
elaborate Art. ,\Ve are afraid, in fact, 
that the school Mr. James represents isa 
hot-house growth; that it combines the 
latest French with the newest American 
methods ; and that it is so very much 
“ advarced ” as to be extravagant. If 
“ The Portrait of a Lady ” had been en­ 
titled “ A Study in Morbid Psychology,” 
it would have been at least truly character­ 
ized, for it is th at; but it is not a novel, 
and it does not stand for anything in real 
life. 
. 
No doubt the tendency of modern cult­ 
ure is towards despondency. Humor is 
ceasing to be indigenous in highly culti­ 
vated intellectual soils. Cheerfulness is 
no longer natural. A cynical skepticism, 
joined with a half-idle curiosity to know 
the innermost motives of everyone, charac­ 
terize the typical educated man of the 
latter end of the nineteenth century. Ag­ 
nosticism cannot be blithe and joyous. 
Pure happiness belongs only to unquestion­ 
ing faith and unreasoning trust. But ag­ 
nosticism has as yet made comparatively 
little way. The masses of men and women 
still hold to the old faith. It would seem, 
therefore, that they would demand more 
light and life in their fiction, and that they 
would not long rest contented with cold 
and passionless analysis, joined with a 
marked predilection for demonstrating 
the hollowness and vanity of all sub­ 
lunary things. 
in a word, we be­ 
lieve that the new school of fic­ 
tion is not a little morbid, and that 
though it possesses great merits, and de­ 
serves high praise for its artistic achieve­ 
ments, its most elaborate works will only 
remain as specimens of a diseased Intel­ 
lectual condition, and it will have to give 
p'.ace to a school more in harmony with 
simpl» human nature, and less scornful of 
ita everyday sentiments and emotions, its 
common passions and its common des­ 
tinies. 
THE HIGH 
SCHOOLS AND 
VEP.SITY. 
I HE ÜSI- 


Under the new Constitution the common 
school course ends with the Grammar 
Schools. The State scheme of education 
goes no farther. If any community de­ 
sires High Schools it must provide for them 
by special taxation. So far as the State is 
concerned the educational system stops at 
the point indicated. The absurdity of this 
arrangement is conspicuous. No provision 
is made by the State for any further in­ 
struction than can be obtained in the 
Grammar Schools ; yet the State maintains 
a University, which is supposed to be sup­ 
ported for the benefit of the people. It is 
impossible to go from the Grammar Schools 
to the University; but no measures are 
provided for bridging the chasm. Califor­ 
nia in fact has a mutilated school system. 
It has a head and a tail, but its middle has 
been cut out. Whoever, therefore, does 
not happen to live in the larger cities which 
possess High Schools, must, if he wishes 
his children to go through the University, 
either send them to San Francisco, or Sac­ 
ramento, or San Jose, or Los Angeles, to 
attend the High Schools, or must place 
them in some private college or academy to 
be prepared for the University. It follows 
that people w*ho do not live within easy 
reach of a High School are practically dis­ 
criminated against by the State educational 
Bystem, and that they are not given an 
equal share in the advantages provided. 
This is a matter which calls for 
reform, 
and 
though a change can 
only be had through the amendment 
of the Constitution, such amendment 
ought to he proposed as sooa as possible. 
The stupid Convention that framed the 
Constitution could not or would not see 
that it was dismembering the educational 
system by providing that the High Schools 
should not be supported out of the school 
fund. They appear to have thought that 
they were somehow vindicating their de­ 
mocracy, in showing that they had no 
sympathy with the higher education. But 
to be consistent they ought to have abol­ 
ished the State Uuiveroity, for such an in. 
8titution is of very little use so long as it 
is cut off from the other educational ma­ 
chinery. In fact the Constitutional Con 
vention discriminated against the poor and 
iu favor of the rich, in this matter. By 
their action they reserved the University 
for the sons of rich men, and decreed that 
poor men should have nothing more than 
Grammar Schools. And in fact it is ap­ 
parent that the poor cannot :.nd do not 
send their children to the University, 
though if the establishment really belongs 
to the people it cught to be open to all 
alike. The Convention really struck a 
very severe blow at the rights an-i oppor­ 
tunities of the people in this regard. .In 
a democracy education ought to be placed 
within reach of all, and it is useless to 
erect State Universities unless they are 
made available to the children of the hum­ 
blest citizen. Etsewhere it has been one of 
the mo3t precious possessions of the Ameri­ 
can citizen that he could secure for his chi’- 
dren a thorough education at a light cost. 
But here in California the crowning edifice 
of the State educational system has been 
deliberately insulated, and those only can 
avail themselves of its advantages who can 
command means above the average. It is 
necessary to the success of the educational 
system that every part of it should be 
equally accessible to all. That cannot be 
the case until High Schools are included in 
the regular course, and their maintenance 
is made obligatory. It is the merest non­ 
sense to pretend that the University is a 
popular institution while the peopie are 
practically excluded from it. It is not less 
absurd to argue that the people do not 
want High Softools. For if in truth they 
do not want High Schools, then so much 
the less do they need a University'. To 
maintain the latter and to abandon the 
former is irrational and indefensible in the 
extreme. 
THOMAS HtftRY KaVaNASH. 
The telegraph the other day stated, 
briefly, that “ Kavanagh, famous in con- 
“ nection with the relief of Lucknow, is 
“ dead.” It is possible that there are not 
many of our readers w’ho can recall the 
circumstances which gave Kavanagh his 
tame, and as it is the story of an heroic 
action, it is worth repeating. In Novem­ 
ber, 1857, Sir Colin Campbell, after the 
capture of Deihi, marched to the relief of 
Lucknow, where Sir James Outram, with 


the Havelocks and many more, lay cooped 
up and surrounded by a fierce and merci- 
lesB army of mutineers. When Sir Colin 
had reached the outskirts of Lucknow it 
became of the ntmost importance to com­ 
municate with him. It was therefore nec­ 
essary to find some member of the little 
garrison at the Residency who would 
encounter the risk ; who would, that is to 
say, undertake to pierce the serried lines 
of the enemy, and carry information to the 
Commander-in-Chief, knowing that dis­ 
covery meant death, and knowing also that, 
since disguise was indispensable, the death 
which must iollow exposure must be the 
ignominious death of a spy. We will now 
quote from Colonel Malleson’s account of 
what followed : “ To ask a man to dare 
“ this risk was, every one felt, impossible. 
“ But every one felt, at the same time, 
“ that it was a risk which it was most de- 
“ sirable should be undertaken. Such was 
“ the common thought; euch the whisper 
“ of the Garrison. It has often been found 
“ that the occasion produces the man. It 
“ produced him, even in this, when the 
“ risks of death were numerous, and when 
“ the death would be an ignominious 
“ death. A clerk in one of the civil of- 
“ fices, by name Thomas Henry Kava- 
“ nagh, caused General Outram to be 
“ informed that he was prepared to tra- 
“ verse in disguise the hostile lines, and to 
“ convey a letter to the Cotnmander-in- 
“ Chief in his camp near Bunni, Mr. 
“ Kavanagh’s offer was the more heroic, 
“ inasmuch as, of all the GarrisoD, he was 
“ perhaps the moat difficult man to dis. 
“ guise. Tall, taller than the ordinary 
“ run of natives, he was very fair— 
“ fair of a freckly fairness—and his hair 
“ glittered as gold. But, perfectly cog- 
“ nizant of these drawbacks to disguise, 
“ Mr. Kavanagh offered himself. General 
“ Outram loved a gallant deed ; hut, brave 
“ as he was, and loving bravery in others, 
“ he yet shrank from exposing a man 
“ blindly to the consequences of such a 
“ deed as that which Kavanagh proposed. 
“ He told him frankly the risk he ran, the 
“ almost certain fate that would befall 
“ him. But Kavanagh had made up his 
“ mind. Dangers there were, he knew. 
“ But, having in view the ail important 
“ consequences of his mission, he would 
“ brave them.” And he did. He chose 
the disguise of a Badmash, a native 
“ swashbuckler,” or military adventurer, 
of whom there were swarms in the ranks 
of the rebels. He stained his face, neck 
and arms with lampblack and oil. Then, 
accompanied by a faithful native spy, he 
set out on his perilous expedition. It 
would be difficult to exaggerate the dangers 
and difficulties of such au enterprise. The 
mutineers swarmed everywhere on the 
road, and they were keenly vigilant. 
Nothing but the most steadfast intrepidity 
ahd never-failing presence of mind and 
coolness 
could have 
crowned 
the 
journey with success. But young Kav­ 
anagh had not relied without reason upon 
himself, and after nurmrous narrow escapes 
he stood before Sir Colin Campbell, and 
delivered to him General Outram’s letter. 
This letter, conveying information as to 
the best means of making the attack upon 
Lucknow, proved of the very highest im­ 
portance in the sequel, and Kavanagh was 
most properly awarded the high distinction 
of the Victoria Cross for a feat of gallantry 
requiring infinitely greater resolution and 
capacity than are needed to head a charge 
or lead a storming party. Mr. Kavanagh 
subsequently, in response to urgent solici­ 
tations, wrote an account of his journey 
under the title of “ H ow l Won the Vic- 
“ toria Cross.” His act was justly regarded 
as one of unprecedented bravery and skill, 
at a time when heroism was the rule and 
not the exception in the Anglo-Indian 
army ; and now, after the lapse of five-and- 
twenty years, the mere recital of such a 
deed kindles admiration and respect for 
the doer of it. 
GRANT AXD PORTER. 
General Grant has done a graceful and 
honorable thing in writing a magazine arti­ 
cle in vindication of General Porter, and in 
appealing to the country for justice for 
that unfortunate officer. 
And (.rant is 
one of the few men now living w'hose ad­ 
vocacy of Porter’s cause is certain not to 
be misconstrued. When he took up Por­ 
ter’s case at first it was maliciously sug­ 
gested that he wanted Democratic support 
in Congress for a measure on his own be­ 
half. But he has at present nothing to 
ask of Congress or the country, and though 
in political matters the American people 
have shown that they are not prepared to 
trust him further, his military authority is 
the highest in the Union, and when he 
speaks on this subject it will be necessary 
to affcord his arguments respectful atten­ 
tion. 1’he refusal of justice to General 
Porter has been deeply discreditable to 
those who have so bitteily and disingenu­ 
ously pursued him. His freedom from 
offenss has been so clearly and conclusively 
demonstrated by the second investigating 
committee which went through the evi­ 
dence, that none but these who are re­ 
solved not to yield to the truth can con­ 
tinue to regard him as a traitor. The evi­ 
dence shows that General Pope was really 
responsible in the premises, and Pope dis­ 
graced himself by his conduct in regard to 
Porter’s Court-martial. 
Now that the 
Democrats are about to control Cotgresa, 
however, it is probable that another effort 
will be made to secure justice for this 
much-wronged officer, and that he may yet 
live to enjoy his vindication from the 
cruelly unjust charges so’ long standing 
against him. 
IN THE Nam e OF HUMANITY. 
According to the published accounts of 
the last cruise of the Corwin, that vessel 
when off the Alaskan coast destroyed the 
boats and the winter supplies of several 
villages of Indians. It is not necessary 
perhaps to add anything to our recent com­ 
ments upon the nature of that action, but 
it is necessary to call the attention of the 
United States Government to the condition 
in which the Indians have been left. They 
have been left, at the beginning of the 
Arctic winter, without supplies of food, 
and without means of supporting them­ 
selves. The boats of these Indians arc 
their means of livelihood. They live by 
hunting and fishing, and principally by 
catching seals and whales. Now it is a 
perfectly natural presumption that if they 
are not assisted they will die of starvation 
before next spring. It has been Bhown 
that the inhabitants of several villages 
have actually perished in this way through 
neglect to store supplies for the winter. 
We know, therefore, that such disasters 
are not only possible, but probable, when 


the Indians find themselves deprived of 
food at the beginning of winter. Moreover, 
it is well understood that they cannot pro­ 
cure their winter supplies at all times. If 
they miBB the regular season, or if what 
they have procured during the season is de­ 
stroyed, they cannot replace what is lost. 
They must then depend upon precarious, 
hand-to-mouth hunting. Now this is the 
sole dependence of the Indians w’hose 
winter 
stores 
and 
boats 
have 
been burned by the Corwin. We believe 
that if the Government does not at once 
take measures to relieve these people it will 
have to bear the full responsibility of their 
death from starvation. Of course the Gov. 
ernment is responsible for the action of its 
agents, and the course of the Captain of 
the Corwin is the course of the Govern­ 
ment. £ vessel shouid be sent up to the 
neighborhood at once, to ascertain the con­ 
dition and prospects of the burned-out In­ 
dians, and to relieve their necessities. If 
this is not done after the necessity for it 
has been thus publicly presented to the 
Government, the latter will have a very- 
heavy reckoning to meet next year, should 
the worst happen that is liable to happen. 
A gross wrong has been done to the Alaska 
Indians already ; but should thing3 be left 
as they are a much worse sequel may fol­ 
low. The American people assuredly will 
not condone neglect in such a case, and 
common humanity, to say nothing of any 
other motive, ought to convince the Navy 
Department of the necessity of seeing to it 
that the Indians are not exposed to a horri 
ble fate through the hasty and altogether 
unjustifiable action of one of its officers. 


THE ifiiM FALSE FKUPEST. 
It is in order to inquire what has become 
of the alleged False Prophet who a short 
time ago was reported as carrying fire and 
sword throughout the Soudan, as on the 
point of capturing Khartoum, and as being 
followed by a cannibal horde who ate all 
the prisoners who refused to embrace Is­ 
lam. Since that information was conveyed 
so profound a silence has settled down 
over the alleged False Prophet as to make 
us suspect that there must have been an 
election in the Soudan on the 7tn instant, 
and that El Mehdi must have been the can­ 
didate for Governor on the Republican 
ticket. No disaster less sweeping would 
seem capable of obliterating the holy man in 
the way he seems to have been obliterated. 
It is true there is one possible ray of 
light. It is said that Abd-el-Kader, 
the present Commander-in Chief 
for 
Egypt in the Soudan, and formerly’ 
the Captain of Sir Samuel Baker’s 
“ Forty Thieves,” has telegraphed to say 
that he has three times defeated the False 
Prophet, that Khartoum is safe for the 
present, and that El Mehdi was a good 
deal alarmed at the rumor that the Eng­ 
lish were coming into the Soudan to attack 
him. The alarmist report preceding this 
intelligence was originated by the traveler 
Schweinforth, whose information was sup­ 
posed to be particularly good, but who 
nevertheless may have been deceived. The 
absence of further news certainly does not 
seem to argue the successful advance of 
the False Prophet, who is iu danger of 
being repudiated after all as a sham False 
Prophet. 


THE LAND ACT. 
The report of the Commissioners upon 
the first y’ear’s operation of the Irish Land 
Act appears to indicate that the law has 
not had anything like a fair trial. The 
Commissioners state that there has thus 
far been a marked indisposition to buy land 
on the part of the tenants, though many of 
the landlords have been anxious to sell. It 
may be that not a few of the tenants have 
been encouraged to believe that if they 
waited a little they would get the land for 
nothing. 
It is also probable that the 
treatment experienced by land owners iu 
Ireland of late years has not tended to 
make the ownership of land popular. Tne 
statement that the Arrears Act has not 
been taken advantage of to any thing like 
the extent anticipated, despite the fact 
that many of the larmers are very heavily 
in arrears with their rent, is more diificult 
of explanation. It may be construed as 
meaning that the farmers expect to be able 
to pay i ff their arrears, and prefer that 
course to a process ot whitewashing. It 
can hardly be supposed that they do not 
intend to pay, yet do not care to be legally 
released from their indebtedness. The 
condition of Ireland during the past year, 
however, has been so anarchic that it is 
extremely difficult to ascertain the true 
causes of these phenomena. Perhaps the 
most hopeful indication lies in the state­ 
ment of the Commissioners that “ agree- 
“ ments fi r fair rents between landlord 
“ and tenant without the intervention of 
“ the Courts are increasing under the 
“ working of the Act.” This seems to 
show that both aides are approaching ten­ 
able ground, and that so at length an equi­ 
librium may be established. 


latterly been disseminated very widely, 
and it is possible for snch explosives to be 
prepared secretly for criminal purposes. 
And when we consider how many evil- 
disposed and reveDgeful people there are 
in the world it seems not unlikely that the 
use of these deadly chemicals may become 
more common than it has ever yet been, 
during the next ten years. Dynamite and 
its congeners are certainly very tempt­ 
ing to criminals, though occasionally they 
come across a novel experience, as when 
the safe-smashers put gunpowder into the 
keyhole of a safe full of dynamite caps, and 
so blew the Eafe to atoms, and frustrated 
their own pnrpose. In France the use of 
dynamite bombs has become alarmingly 
frequent of late, and it is evident that 
what may be called the chemistry of mur­ 
der has received an ominous impetus. So­ 
ciety may at no distant date find itself 
seriously menaced by these diabolical in­ 
ventions.

“ CUIDA” AND CHARLES READE. 


The novelist “ Ouida” has been criti­ 
cising Charles Reade, of whom she says 
that though he can draw women of the 
people, “ the gentlewoman he cannot or 
“ will sot, or at all events does rot.” This 
is in our opinion not a just criticism, nor 
are we prepared to admit that “ Ouida” 
is a competent judge in the premises. As­ 
suredly she herself ha3 never drawn either 
gentlemen or gentlewomen, and therefore 
upon her own theory we have a right to 
Conclude that she cannot do it. Charles 
Reade’s women are among the mcsfc 
natural and charming to be found in mod­ 
ern fiction. The women of “ Ouida,” and 
more particularly the fashionable women, 
are odious and detestable, in bad taste, 
utterly untrue to nature, and tainted with 
a Bohemian twang which pervades all her 
writings. Of character-drawing she knows 
nothing, and if we were asked to point cut 
tbc worst specimens of the modern novel—• 
the most garish, tawdry, sensational, alto­ 
gether low-toned and evil flavored—we 
should be compelled to assign to “ Ouida” 
a bad eminence in the catalogue of 
authors whose works “ every gentleman’s 
“ library” ought to be without. 


THE CASE OF THE GARFIELD GLAZIER 


The Garfield Board of Audit has been 
metaphorically floored by the presentation of 
an entirely novel claim. It v.ill he remem­ 
bered that when the assassin fired at the 
late President one cf his bullets missed 
the mark, and was subsequently found in 
a glazier's frame which, filled with panes 
of glass, had been standing against the 
opposite wall of the depot. Nobody would 
have supposed, without reflection, that the 
action of Guiteau in tiring that shot into 
the glazier’s frame, established a claim 
upon the Government on behalf of the 
glazier who owned the frame. But so it 
appears. This modest and ingenious indi­ 
vidual, who appears to be a Pole or Aus­ 
trian, while refraining from putting in a 
specific demand, expresses the hope that 
the Board will “ asaistme in my endeav- 
14 ors to get an honest living by entrusting 
44 to me a position as watchman or 
44 similar ofiice in one of the Government 
44departments.” The man who sold the 
pistol to Guiteau has not yet put in his 
claim to recognition, bat doubtless he will 
do so when he hears what the enterprising 
glazier has done. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


THE ILLNESS OP PRESIDENT G5EVY 
The illness of President Grevy is now re­ 
presented as more serious than was at first 
supposed, and it is thought possible that 
even if he lives he may be compelled to re­ 
sign. Of course the name of Gambetta is 
brought forward under these circumstances, 
and if the anarchist scare could be made to 
assume a really formidable aspect it is pos­ 
sible that he might have a chance of being 
chosen. But apart from this there is noth­ 
ing in the situation to show that the French 
people are at all anxious to have him 
bask again in power, while it is perfectly 
certain that a great many of them distrust 
him profoundly, and fear that his methods 
are incompatible with continued peace 
either at home or abroad. Gambetta in 
fact is discredited, and altogether bv his 
own follies. 
General Chanzy is also 
spoken of as Grevy’s successor, but it may 
be doubted whether France want3 another 
military President at this time. Bresson, 
the alleged choice of the Moderates, would 
probably be the best yet suggested. He is 
a man of ability, a statesman of some ex­ 
perience, of an old family, and not allied 
with any of the elements which at present 
create uneasiness and suspicion in France. 


DYNAMITE AS a PERSUADER, 
The discovery of quantities of dynamite 
in an Iowa distillery, through the medium 
of a warning letter somewhat similar to 
that which led to the exposure of the Guy 
Fawkes plot, seems to indicate that the 
employment of that explosive as a per­ 
suader has at length extended to the 
United Slates.

The first lot of tacks ever made in Cali­ 
fornia have been turned out by the Judson 
Manufacturing Company at the works re­ 
cently erected at Emery Station, near Oak­ 
land. The manufacture of this useful 
article will now continue at the rate ot 
about a ton a day. Over 150 men are now 
at the buildings, and 300 workmen will be 
employed when the different manufactories 
are in full operation. Fdes and otner hard­ 
ware will he made. The iron used is mined 
in the ¡State. 
William Loughlan, a native of Ireland, 
65 years of acre, and residing with his fam­ 
ily at No. 217 Ciara street, was found dead 
Friday morning in an ante room of the 
Stale Investment and Insurance Company’s 
ofiice. He came to his work at the usual 
hour, had performed a po-tiou of his duties 
as janitor, and was preparing to build a 
tire, when be was probably taken ill, as the 
body was discovered in an upright position 
or. a chair with an overcoat thrown over 
the shoulders. 
The Supreme Court has decided the osso 
of The Spring Valley W ater Works vs. 
Sehottler et al , an appeal from a judg­ 
ment of the Supreme Court of the city and 
county of San Francisco, denying the ap­ 
plication of the Spring Valley Water 
Works for a writ of review, and confirm 
ing the action of the Board cf Equalization 
of the city and county. The writ was 
sued out to review the action of the Board 
of Equalization in raising the assessment 
of the franchise of water works from 
•85,000 to £5,000,000, and to have it va­ 
cated and set aside as being in excess of 
the jurisdiction of the Board. 
The Ladies’Silk Culture Association met 
Thursday in the Academy of Sciences build 
ing. Mrs. Laura DeForce Gordon’s report 
from the Stockton Fair was read by Mrs 
Hittell. F our prizes of $8 each were 
awarded there to members of the Society 
for exhibits of silk, etc., and distribution 
was ordered of the same. Mrs. Fogg. Mrs. 
F. dowse and Mrs. Fairbanks, of Stock 
ton, were eiected to membership. From 
the discussion and various verbal reports 
made by members it was evident that the 
interest in sencnlture is increasing, and 
that it mnst become in the future one of 
the foremost industries of the State. The 
official in charge of the tree-planting for 
the Central Pacific Railroad has promised 
to give ins attention to the setting out of a 
fair share of mulberry trees. Mis. Hittell 
said that in the vicinity of San Leandro it 
had been discovered that the cypress, eu 
cult ptus and other evergreen frees exhaust 
the imt and h-eed insects, and that it had 
been determined to cut lhe:-e trees down 
and plant the mulberry and others that 
shed their leaves in winter instead. 


One of the Nevada City hydraulic mines 
last week shipped a $12,000-brick of gold 
to San Francisco. 
Napa Register: A wine-grower informs 
as that, as a matter of fact, it would be a 
good thing for the wine men of Napa 
county if the entire second crop were to be 
lost. He states that poor wine is made 
from it, and that the whole yield of the 
valley feels the effect of the inferior article 
upon the market. Nothing but brandy, 
he claimed, should be made from the sec­ 
ond crop. 
General John Bidwell. of Chico, has do­ 
nated to the California Immigration Asso­ 
ciation, for the benefit of Butte county, 
samples of his choicest selections of nine­ 
teen kinds of wheat, six kinds of barley, 
four kinds of oats, three kinds of Indian 
corn, and several varieties of Sue squashes 
and pumpkins, one pumpkin weighing 1.35 
pounds and another being three feet two 
inches in length—all raised in Butte 
county.

The body of the young man which was 
found on Wednesday at Fruitvale crossing, 
with one bullet hole in the head and 
another in the stomach, has not been iden­ 
tified. The deceased was clean-shaven, 
and has a high and receding forehead, and 
his cast of countenance indicates that he 
was of German nativity or descent. There 
appear to be no peculiarly distinctive 
marks, the publication of which would lead 
to his identification. 
He wore a peculiar 
undershirt of faded duu color, the sleeves 
patched at each elbow with merino. He 
wore low-cut shoes. His coat and vest are 
of dark checked material. 
The wreck of the Escambia has been 
finally marked by a bell-buoy, the first 
placed in position on this coast. A bell- 
buoy consists of a kettle-drum-shaped 
buoy, anchored by a bridle-chain fastened 
to two sides and meeting below. From 
the sides of the buoy a tripod support ex­ 
tends about nine feet in the air. This tri­ 
pod supports a platform and a frame, from 
which a bell is hung. The bottom of the 
bell is within a few inches of the platform, 
and on the latter is an iron ball running in 
guides, which, with each motion of the 
buoy, plunges from side to side, striking 
and Sounding the bell, which acts above as 
a guard to keep the ball on the platform. 
The Lighthouse Service for this coast 
will soon begin the construction of a steam- 
whittle fog-signal on Lime Point, on the 
north side of Goiden Gate. The appropri­ 
ation for this work is ready, the plans have 
been sent from the office here to Washing­ 
ton, and only need approval for the work 
to begin. A much more important work 
will be begun as toon as plans are drawn 
and approved—the construction of a light­ 
house of the first order on Northwest Seal- 
rock, twelve miles from Crescent City and 
seven miles from shore. For the beginning 
of this woik -S50,C00 has been appropriated, 
but $200,000 will be required to finish the 
work, which includes, oeaides the light­ 
house, a steam fog-signal. 


WOMAN SUFFR .GE IS WYOMING. 
Ex-Governor Hoyt, of Wyoming Terri­ 
tory, spoke recently in Omaha, Nebraska, 
and gave the results of his observation of 
woman suffrage at home. In closing he 
said : When I was in Wyoming I was in 
doubt as to the present expediency of 
woman suffrage—of the right of the mat­ 
ter 1 felt no doubt. I went there a skeptic, 
sufficiently anxious to give earnest and 
careful attention to all the points of its 
operation. Soon after my arrival there wss 
a general election, and now, after four and 
a half years of constant observations em­ 
bracing every point in the Territory, I be­ 
lieve that, so far from being of doubtful 
advantage, womanhood suffrage is a pos­ 
itive and great advantage to ail concerned, 
man as w ell as woman. There cannot be 
raised one single valid objection drawn 
from its workings there. 
The women 
themselves have not suffered from con­ 
tact with politics; they have not been 
transformed 
into 
masculine 
beings, 
but 
they 
are 
the 
same modest, 
decent beings they were before. And why 
not'! The simple act of voting once in a 
year or two—why sh.nld that fifteen min­ 
utes’ w ork masculinize a woman who has 
received her femininity from God ? As i 
see it there the woman goes home from the 
polls with a sense of duty performed stand­ 
ing on her own footing and speaking for 
herself in the face of the world and of 
God. Every man appreciates what that 
consciousness and that sentiment is ; we 
concede to a man who has the ballot a dig­ 
nity which we deny the slave. The dis­ 
cussion of public questions between man 
and wife tends to mutual respect, and to 
the respect of the family for both alike. 
Fhe husband is prouri of the woman, as a 
fellow-citizen who is his wife. Nor has 
woman in Wyoming been contaminated by 
her association at tne polls, while the con- 
ouct of men at the pjlls has been visibly 
improved. He would uot deny what may 
have been asserted concerning its workings 
years ago, when four filths of the popula­ 
tion were males, and four-fifths of the men 
were of the rougher class. Bat from 18S1 I 
have witnessed an orderliness, a propriety, a 
forbearance on the part of male voters 
thtre such as I have never seen elsewhere__ 
not even in staid old Massachusetts—aud I 
have visited every State iu the Union save 
one. Governor Hoyt proceeded to relate 
his ob.-ervations during the first day he 
attended an election in Wyoming. 
He 
went early, aud after casting his vote he 
remained all day to watch the proceedings. 
There was, as elsewhere, much brisk o"is- 
cu-smn of quest-ons and of candidates 
among men, bc& tue niomunt a lady cam© 
to vote there was a husn,a respectful defer­ 
ence, and a parting of the ranks, and the 
male—gentlemen—voter took off his hat 
and saluted 44 tne fair cifiz n ’* both as she 
came and as she went. So far as Governor 
Hoyt knew, wom-n’s votes had not proved 
purchasable; aud lie proceeded to argue 
wny they scould not be so, ou juries, as a 
prominent citizen who had often acted as 
foreman said, “ they pay attention to their 
oaths;” they are more than ordinarily 
consei intious of action, and they show 
more than ordinary independence of ac­ 
tion in matters political and civil. 
Man is in Wyoming, as els where, the 
otiieeseeker; the suffrage has not made the 
woman such, and, as a rule, she votes the 
ticket bearing the names that promise the 
best service to tne community. The iufia- 
eccu of female suffrage on questions of 
morality in Wyoming is just about as you 
would naturally expsctso far as it has been 
put forth. The women are generally on 
the side of juatic”, morality and the public 
welfare, ani seek to promote nprighin^ss 
and parity in the men in putym service, 
inis gives us great encouragement to put 
forward good men inst--ad of bad ones for 
candidates. I have never heard a citizen 
of Wyoming expr.-ss a desire that the bal­ 
lot shouid be withdrawn from women 
there ; I have never heard a regret uttered 
that it has oeeu given—in one word, I have 
never heard the question raised of abolish­ 
ing it : woman suffrage is considered as es­ 
tablished once for ail. The question of 
womanhood suffrage is just as much settled 
as is that of manm oi suff.age.^ Perhaps 
the highest 'good has not been accom­ 
plished, but there has been much good and 
no evil.

THE HOWARD BENEFIT. 


Those persons who were abroad at an early 
hour yesterday morning witnessed ene oi the 
finest di-pisys of aurora borealis th at has 
ever been seen on this coast. 
The satne phe­ 
nomenon was visible las. evening for some 
time before and after 7 o’clock, which caused 
people to cluster in knots on the streets and 
u tter ejaculations of wonder and surprise 
I t w»i n o t nearly as brilliant, however, as in 
the morniotr, when the whole northern heavens 
presenten the appearance of a dense bank of 
aim st hlood-red fog. 
There remains some 
doubt 8» to the cause of this phenomenon, 
•commonly known as northern light», hut it is 
now generally attiibuted to electricity. 
It 
appears a t ditic-rent times and in a variety of 
shades of color, from the deep-red of last 
night to a light-yellow o- almost white. 
It 
more frequently appears in the form cf shafts 
of light, which seem to dart from the horizw 
to tne zenith iu an almost imperceptible 
period oi time, and then fade away, only to 
be replaced by others. 
Sergeant Barwick, >f 
the Signal Service, who was making meteoro­ 
logical observations yesterday morning, thu- 
reports on 1 he display: 
“ Toe aurora of yesterday morning waB 
visible at 3:55 A. M , and might have been 
seen earlier by any one who was up, or it 
m ay have made its first appearance at the 
ab ive named hour. 
B ut be that as it may, it 
was as grand a sieht as has ever been seen in 
this vicinity in the auroral line. 
The crim 
bob color a t i's northwestern extremity, at its 
first appearance, was as fine an atmospheric 
phenomenon as is generally seen in higher 
latitudes. 
I have seen larger and more brill­ 
iant one 
at St. Paul, Minnesota, and have 
witnessed 
a fins display called 
‘ Merry 
D ancers.’ from the sum m it of M ount Wash 
ingtor. N. H ., but I have never eeen one that 
presented such rich and handsome crimson 
hues. 
Prom first to last it spanned the hori 
y.'iu from northwest to northeast, or about 45 
degrees - 
zimuth ai d from 30 to 45 degre a 
of altitude. 
There was seen between the 
lower limits of this crimson aurora and the 
earth ar.ark segment having the appearance 
of an ar?b. 
Tlie streamers or auroral beau s 
that were first seen, shot upward from the 
north an . western part of the heavens, and 
in color w e of a cold white and s irte of a 
very pale emerald gneo, lasting but a few 
moment-, when they would disappear, to re- 
ap¡*)ar it, .mother part of the northern sky. 
The shifting and ever changing scene re­ 
minded 
one 
of the fascinating 
kaleido­ 
scope 
in the 
never-ending 
variety 
of 
views 
th at hurst 
upon 
one’s sight as 
he 
stands 
and 
beholds 
the 
wonders 
of the sinrry canopy. 
This crimson color 
would vary its place of appearance from the 
northwest to the northeast, and then die out 
and reappear again in the exact north, and 
throws it. fiery finger towards the zenith. A t 
tim es there were as many as five or six groups 
of these crimson spots on 
the 
horizon, 
bounded by the northeaet to the northwest, 
and alu. st reaching the western and eastern 
points of the compass. 
I t was a pity th at 
such a . rand and magnificent scene should 
have b -:i so rudely and unceremoniou-ly 
driven from sight by the rays of the approach­ 
ing su n ; but such was the cate. 
The comet 
was al- ■ plain y and distinctly visible, with 
its split i r Ewaiiow tail turned from the sun, 
as it proceeded on its way to aphelion, to not 
be eeeD again, according to one astronomer, 
for upwards if two hundred years. 
“ The wenther yesterday morning was quite 
cold in fie mountains, several places reporting 
the temperat ure below z ero, an accompaniment 
of aur rm, for in very high latitudes the 
brilliancy of the aurora is in proportion to the 
greatest degree of cold.”

F i s h F a r m i n g .— By attaching a pump, 
propelled by the v in d , to a well, Hays the 
St. Paul P io n te r- P re sa, you can supply a 
basin from fifty to seventy-five feet iu di­ 
am eter, and six to eigat feet deep, w ith 
w ater to raise several thousand carp or 
other fish. 
The cost of the pond and ap ­ 
purtenances need not exceed £">0. 
Tne 
bottom and sides need to be cem ented 
thoroughly. 
W hen the basin is complete, 
place in it a small quantity of brush or 
floating-weed s. 
If you intend to raise 
carp do not place other fish of a predatory 
character in the pond. 
The spaw ning will 
occur duriDg the spring m onths, the female 
laying from 50,000 to 500 000 eggs. 
The 
eggs will adhere to w hatever they touch, 
and will soon hatch. 
The green scum of a 
partially stagnant pond is fine food for the 
young fish. 
M ud i*i the bottom of the 
pond is beneficial. 
The liah will feed read­ 
ily on kitchen-garden refuse, such as cab­ 
bage, leek, lettuce, hominy or other sub­ 
stances. 
W ater seldom becomes too warm 
for the fish. 
During freezing w eather they 
bury them selves in the mud at the bottom 
of the pond. 
W hile in this condition they 
should not be disturbed. 
Iu a pond of 
given dimensions several thousand fish 
have annually been taken. 
If weed? and 
grass grow profusely about the borders of 
the pond, so much the better for the fish. 
Iu tw o years’ tune you can have a constant 
supply of sp irt and food, and the ad­ 
vantage of a pond to assist in beautifying 
your home.

Tne author 
has had experience in this 
tyle of writing, 
having written “ The Ku-ri-»** Army ana Itr 
Campaigns in Turkey in 1877-78,” and also 
“ A rm y Life in Russia." H is pre. ent work is 
compact, clear and exhaus ivc. 
It is founded 
upon a careful study of the “ Records of the 
W ar of the Rebellion,” now in course of puo- 
lication by the W ar Departm ent, and not 
upon the recollection ol personal experience. 
H e says that he has used every endeavor to 
make bis book accurate, and th at it contains 
no statem ent which cannot be substantiated 
by the records. 
“ The Boy’s Percy” is trom the press ( f 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, and is 
at hand from Bancroft k Co., Sau Francisco. 
I t sells a t 82 50. 
I t is a very handsome vol* 
nine of prose and poetry, being old ballads of 
w ar adventure and love, trom Bishop Thomas 
Percy’s “ Rsliques of A ncient Knglish Po­ 
etry .” I t has an appendix containing two 
bailads from the original Percy folio M S. It 
has been edited for boys by Sidney Lani r, 
editor of the “ Boy’s Froissart” and “ The 
Boy’9 King A rthur.”

“ Tbc Story cf Siegfried ” has been told in 
a new form by Jam es Baldwin. 
I t makes a 
veiy attractive volume. 
The veri-ion differs 
in several rfspects from that most familiar to 
readers of the time-honored legeud, for the 
author has taken the liberty to p n rc n tit, not 
as a literal rendering of the ancient mvtb, 
but as a recast. This reshaping ot an ancient 
narrative has not, however, lessened its 
value, while it has made it much clearer, 
especially for the youthful reader.

this ancient m yth 
Morris founded 
his 
noble poem, 
“ Sigurd 
the Volsucg,” and 
W agner built upcn its foundations his lyric 
drama. “ ri’fi6 N ¡belungen Ring.” Mr. Bald­

their stories have a general relationship aud 
an agreement which proves bsyond doubt a 
common origin.

l ew characters in American political 
history have existed with more interesting 
surroundings. 
R indolph was one of the 
strangest ot ail our noted men. 
No man in 
our national honse of legislation ever exhib­ 
ited greater will power, or ruled with a 
heavier hand. 
H e was truly a p litical des­ 
pot, and the story of his life forms a 
deeply interesting chapter in the history 
of our country. 
His remarkable genius, his 
unaccountable temper, his eccentricities, his 
courage and his adroitness made him a 
m arked man. 
The story of his career us a 
leader marks an epoch around which clu-ters 
more Berioua doubts, difficulties, problems, 
paradoxes and disputes than any other in all 
our political history.

Y ear, but are of all kinds of go.xl liitie f jlks 
and on a great variety of topics. 
From W. A. & C. S. Houghton, S.rnra- 
meato, we have a large and beautiful.y- 
printed volume, with a host of fu!!-page col­ 
ored plates, entitled “ Eifio Land.” 
It is a 
book of short poems for

readers, 
by Josephine I’ -Hard, with designs by W al­ 
te r Saterlee, and is from the press of George 
W . H arlan & Co., New York. 
I t -ells at

M r. Abbe is a poet—not a 
tyro iu poetry. 
As an example cf his style,

The poem involves the story of primal inno­ 
cence, the fall of the soul, its restoration 
through Divine grace, ar.d fin il salvation. 
By the “ temple” the an:hor typifies the soul 
ot mao ; it is cast into tuins by Bin ; the new 
foundation is the plan of salvation as laid 
duwn by Chri.-t; the builders ere the Chris­ 
tian virtues and graces p the implements are 
prayer and good w o rk s; and through these 
the edifice again arise.-, in its pri -tine purity 
and beauty.

There are moments when even the most 
ardent lover of Sen Francisco feels with a 
baffled intensity that his brown queen— 
meaning the city—is a very isolated and 
limited lady. 
W hat does she know of the 
trial of Arabi, the arrival of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley in London, the rehearsals of 
“ Le Uoi S’amuse,” or ^cowing, what 
■does she care, being so remote? 
How 
utterly 
dampening 
to 
hear, 
on 
the 
heels of all the excitement about the 
fair Langtry, that in three months’ time 
she will play at the Grand Opera House. 
Three 
months, 
indeed ! 
Perforce the 
dweller by the Golden Gate tames his 
great heart, tries to content himself to the 
point of living the world’s life through the 
newspapers alone and for his own life, 
w ithout contemplating it too closely, since 
we are told that happiness evaporates 
under analysis, he goes, let us say, to the 
Decorative A rt prize exhibition to console 
himself, in a namby-pamby, Oscar Wilde 
fashion, with handicraft and soft and rich 
fabrics. 
Not that embroideries and paint­ 
ings are 
N'AMBY I*AM BY, 
Heaven forbid that one should utter such 
atrocious sentiments, only namby-pamby 
when offered as a consolation for receiving 
merely the last-spent ripple of that over­ 
mastering and breaking wave of the world 
which casts so thin and light a wreath of 
foam on these California sands. 
The Decorative A rt rooms have removed 
from Sutter street to 300 Stockton, and the 
new place is, upon the whole, better than 
the old, though not half spacious enough 
to do justice to the display. 
Doubtless a 
fit setting will come to this excellent work­ 
manship in due course of time, however. 
All about the front door is set a frame of 
stained or colored glass which lights the 
hall pleasantly, and in the room a bnxom 
and pleasing damsel answers all questions 
w ith a cheering air of knowing whereof she 
speaks. 
Turning to the right, behold the 
three panels of a screen not yet joined in 
proper screen fashion, the designs painted 
on velvet paper, the panels about five feet 
by two. 
A t the top of the first and love­ 
liest, hanging as if they fell from the vine 
growing at the back, clusters of the purple 
wistaria seem almost to tremble against 
the wiae-oolcred background, and at the 
foot of the panel strut two saucy young 
quails, capitally painted, with just the air 
of would-be knowingness grafted upon ex­ 
istin g innocent helplessness which makes 
these little creatures very “ Daisy Milters” 
among birds. 
The second panel is com­ 
paratively unm eaning; the third, under 
the flowering bough of a forest tree, shows 
a fine 
SCl.KY HAWK, 
Also very strongly and delicately touched 
in. 
Oa the other aide of the door is a panel 
painted with various California wild-flowers 
that have a peculiarly free out-of-door 
look ; so, too, the yellow heart’s-ease or 
Johnny-jump-upa, embroidered by a Miss 
M artin in beautiful yellows on a brown 
satin portfolio cover ; they are like the 
“ golden laughter” of thegorse in blossom, 
of which Swinburne writes in “ By the 
N orth Sea.” 
In working the pansies Miss 
M artin has seen fit to surround each bunch 
with a brown circle of stitching, for which, 
indeed, there may be a reason known to 
the initiated, but not apparent to the casual 
observer, and therefore somewhat detri­ 
mental to the impression produced. 
An­ 
other portfolio, made by a Miss Dean, of 
San Francisco, is exquisite work. 
The out­ 
side is wine-colored plush painted with a 
spray of flowers. 
Opened, a leaf of light 
brown satin appears first, painted with a 
bunch of dogwood blossom ; when this is 
turned, two fair pages of faintest blue satin 
make the middle of the portfolio, and 
across them in most artistic wise is dis­ 
posed a branch of the larch as it appears in 
spring, when among the tufts of its young 
green needles the little new cones fill them­ 
selves with red sap and are as velvet and 
translucent as raspberries, in the sun. Two 
humming-birds poise above this evergreen 
marvel, and their little ruby bodies Icok 
like the soft cones themselves, animated 
and winged. 
One more painting, of an ori­ 
ole, is the last treasure in this ca3e. 
Miss 
J . M. Weld, of Jamaica Plains, Mass., 
received the SI00 prize for a portiere, 
where a design of hollyhocks springing 
from behind a stone wall or fence, is em­ 
broidered, painted and applied—all three 
sorts of 
work are used—upon reddish- 
brown “ tu room an,” which closely resem­ 
bles Russia towelling, made of silk. 
Tne 
same color, 
_ 
DEEPER IK TONE, 
Is shown in two table scarfs, where a wide 
plush band is applied upon satin. 
The 
plush is painted w'ith some curious somber 
trum pet flowers, more like lichens than flow­ 
ers, pushing up against a musical staff with 
two or three notes upon it, the treble clef 
appearing upon one scarf, the bass on the 
other. 
A tiny little foot-stool of greenish 
blue plush would have been an engaging 
objict if it had not been reduced to un­ 
s p e a k a b le inexpensiveness by some execra­ 
ble little green tassels that stood out in an 
uncultivated sort of way all round it like a 
school-girl’s unruly “ bang.” The little 
stool was charmingly painted with a tulip 
shooting strongly up between its two g re e n 
lances with an engaging naturalness ; why 
upholster aught so jfleasiD g with an un­ 
kem pt fringe of green tasselB? 
The necessary journalistic aid is not 
wanting to this wonderful new “ move­ 
m ent,” which bears the stamp of genius on 
it in the one characteristic that its best 
is so feelingly exquisite, and its worst so 
weak and distastefully ridiculous. 
One 
thought, though trite enough, one can 
hardly escape while looking at the choice 
and highly-wrought objects with which 
the rooms are tilled—things almost useless 
in themselves, yet ministering to a dis­ 
tinct want of this desirous age. 
One 
thinks of the homes where much, most 
perhaps, of 
these delicate satins and 
plushes and more hardy turcomana and 
broadcloths were made into the elaborate 
forms they wear—grimy homes where this 
was the one thing clean ; ugly homes, 
where this only was beautiful; poor homes, 
where this shone the more resplendent 
through being the sole bit of richness.

& Vail’s, and 


SEE rEIiSEPO LIS?’ 
My companion remarks thoughtfully. 
So 
we wend our way thither. 
“ Persepolis” 
is an engraving twenty-six inches by forty, 
from a painting by Riviere, an English 
artist with a French name. 
It is a picture 
of that wonderful terrace on which were 
built the four stately pleasure-houses of 
Xerxes, Cambyces, Dariue and Artaxerxes 
Oehus. 
Of course these are iu ruins, only 
a few graceful shafts and some Egytian 
looking angles of walls being shown on the 
platform. 
It is starlight. 
The sky is low 
and de?p, the smooth, tame outline of the 
hills bounds the view on the left, and the 
lions are abroad. 
Two mighty beasts are 
a t the foot of the staircase in th% fore­ 
ground—that staircase which is so gradual 
and the steps of which are so low that a 
horse can easily ascend i t ; and there are 
others on the platform, and one stealthily 
prowling up the stairs, afraid of a sculpt­ 
ured stone lion at the top. 
The picture is 
so what the French call “ seizing,” upon 
the first view, that one comes to weary cf ■ 
it after repeated study. 


THE FIRST IMPRESSION 
Xs so vivid that there is nothing left to find * 


out. 
If, by reading or natural affinity, ono 
has any love for ruins and dim Asian 
wastes, the first sight of the engraving 
gives a real pang of pleasure--it really 
seems too good to be trne, as it were, but 
trying to revive the rapture one finds only 
a sigh with which to reanimate the glow, 
and, as usual, this proves insufficient. 
In 
short, the engraving “ doesn't wear,” like 
so many other thmgs, and it almost seems 
as if Byron were right, and art failed and 
only nature held her own, changeless in 
chaDge. 
Mankind, however, being bond­ 
slave first to mood and tben to physical 
condition, has uone well to evolve art prob­ 
ably, since one cannot walk on the sands 
and watch the breakers when one has a 
heavy influenza, but, under those distress­ 
ing circumstances, one can sit and Bip a 
toddy and enjoy a fine engraving in a stul­ 
tified sort of way, soothing to the numb 
consciousness.

S t a l e B r e a d . — Thin slices of bread 
dipped in tomato sauce and then fried in 
bm ter until they are brown take the place 
of an omelet. 
This is a good way to 
utilize stale bread. 


F l a v o r in g —The rind of a lemon is rec­ 
ommended by a noted conk as giving a 
delicate flavor to tomato catchup. It should 
not be put in until the catchup is done and 
cool. 
Cut it in small pieces. 


L e m o n C a k e — Two cups sugar, juice 
and rind of one lemon; three eggs, adding 
one at a time, not being previously beaten ; 
three cups flour, one-half teaspooniul of 
soda, piece of butter the size of an egg. 


D r o p C a k e s —One cup sweet milk, one- 
half cup sugar, one egg, small piece butter, 
one teaspoonful soda, one and a half tea­ 
spoonful cream tartar, salt, flour to make 
as stiff as soft cike ; fry in hot lari. 
One 
small spoonful in each. 


S c o u r in g .-—For scouring tin common 
soda is far better than sand, as it will not 
scratch the tin and makes it look like new. 
Apply with a piece of moistened newspa­ 
per, and polish with a dry pieee. 
It is 
said that printer’s ink aids the polish. 
Wood ashes are a good substitute. 


C o r n B r e a d . —Corn bread can he made 
without eggs, though two eggs added to 
the quantity of batter mentioned here im­ 
proves it very much : Two cups of corn 
meal sifted, one enp of flour, two cups of 
sweet milk, two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, one heaping one of sugar, two table­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder. 


L a w n D r e s s e s.— I t is n o t a g o o d p la n 
to h a v e th e w h ite la w n a n d c a m b ric d re sse s 
“ d o n e u p ,” as th e p h ra s e is, to la y a w a y 
fo r th e w in te r, fo r th e e x p e c ta tio n th a t 
th e y w ill lo o k fre s h a n d be re a d y fo r im ­ 
m e d ia te w eai iu th e s p rin g will b e d is a p ­ 
p o in te d . 
Of c o u rse th e y sh o u ld n o t be p u t 
a w ay d ir ty , b u t th e B ta rc h in g a n d iro n in g 
m a y be le f t till s p rin g ; o n ly co m m o n c a l­ 
icoes sh o u ld b e s ta r c h e d and iro n e d b efo re 
p a c k in g a w ay . 


L y o n n a i.s e — Lyonnaise potatoes are an 
especially good dish for supper with cold 
meat, 
l’at a large lump of butter in a 
saucepan, and let it m elt; then add one 
small onion, chopped fine or sliced very 
thin ; when it is browned nicely, bat not 
-scorched, put in slices of cold boiled pota­ 
toes, salt and pepper well, let the potatoes 
cook until they are also well brow ned; 
serve while hot. A little parsley, chopned 
fine, may be added, if you like the flavor. 


W a f f l e s .—Take one quart of flour, add 
a pint of warm milk anti a half cup of 
softened butter. 
Beat thoroughly and add 
another pint of milk, a little salt, a tea­ 
spoonful of sugar and three tablespoonfuls 
of distillery yeast or twice as much homo­ 
made. 
P.3at till the mass blisters, and set 
in a warm place at night to rise. 
In the 
morning add two well-beaten eggs and let 
the batter rise half an hour. 
Bake in hot 
walllc-irons and butter the cakes as soon as 
they are baked. 
Serve at once. 
Soup.—An excellent soup is made by 
boiling a small beef soup-bone for two 
hours, adding while there is time for them 
to cook tender, three onions, two carrots, 
two small round turnips, a little cabbage 
and celery ; chop these all very fine ; a lit­ 
tle cream is an agreeable addition to tbis 
soup. 
Many cooks serve this with the 
vegetables and rolled crackers; others 
strain the soup and thicken slightly with a 
little corn-starch or flour stirred" in the 
cream or raiik. 
It is simply a m atter of 
taste. 


T h a n k s g iv in g 
C a k e . — To 
the well- 
beaten yolks of six eggs add two cups 
powdered sugar, three-fourths cup butter, 
one of sweet milk, three and a half of 
flour, three teaspoons baking powder and 
well-frothed whites of four eggs. 
Bake 1 
four layers in jelly-pans ; make frosting of 
whites of two eggs, two teaspoons baking 
powder and one-haif pound pulverized 
sugar ; with frosting for first layer mix 
rolled hickory nut meats, with that for 
second layer mix fine sliced figs, for the 
third with blanched and sliced almonds, 
and on the top spread plain frosting with 
grated cocoanut.—[The Housekeeper. 
Cobnmeal Bread.—No housekeeper who 
has thoroughly tested meal grown in a 
Southern climate and in New Ragland can 
doubt that the two varieties are essentially 
different. 
The yellow meal which is the 
best at the North, is coarse at the South, 
while the white ineal, which is the beet 
Southern meal and is sweeter than any 
other meal grown North, is dry and taste­ 
less when made of Northern corn. 
The fol­ 
lowing is an excellent recipe for yellow corn 
bread : Mix together four caps of butter­ 
milk or sour milk and three cups of yellow 
sifted meal. 
Set this batter over night to 
let the meal sw ell; in the morning add one 
teaspooniul of batter, one tshiespoonful of 
molasses, a little salt, one beaten egg and a 
large teaspooniul of the be3tsoda dissolved 
in a spoonful of boiling water. 
B^at thor­ 
oughly and quickly and pour into well- 
greased pans and bake three-quarters of au 
hour. 
The fresher ground the meal the 
better it is. 
No meal is so sweet as that 
obtained in the country directly Loan the 
mill where the corn is taken to be ground. 


K it c h e n 
H in t s .-—All stale pieces of 
bread should be toasted slightly in a slow 
oven and rolled into crumbs, which will 
be useful hir gravies and other purposes. 
Remains of roast beef or turkey may be 
chopped tine and made into balls, w hich 
should be rolled in flour or bread crumbs 
and fried for breakfast. 
Cheese can be 
kept perfectly by wetting a cloth with 
alcohol and wrapping it completely around 
the cheese, rewetting when the eioth be­ 
comes dry. 
We have kept cheese two 
months in that manner, and it really im­ 
proves the taste. 
A closely-covered jar 
may receive all that is left over of milk, 
also gravies compounded of milk and but­ 
ter, flour left on the moulding-board, bread 
crumbs, rice, etc. 
These being allowed to 
become sour will make excellent mixing for 
griddle cakes. 
In using hard coal the 
ashes should be sifted, the clinkers picked 
out and the cinders saved to be used again, 
as when mixed with fresh coal they barn 
well and keep fire nicely except not good 
for baking. 
Iu starting a coal tire a little 
coke is a great help.

The requisite dress 
patterns, the novelties of the season, and 
all the beautiful things, small and great, 
are without end, and the temptations to 
extravagance in the way of needless but 
lovely things are almost resistless. 
In the 
preparation of a complete wardrobe street 
costumes and hats take a most prominent 
place, and receive as much attention as the 
more elaborate end showy reception and 
evening toilets. 
Dresses with long outside 
garments of the same material, braided 
with fine braid in a great variety of pat­ 
terns, simple and intricate, are very pretty 
and exceedingly stylish for street costumes. 
The material is generally cashmere or lady’s 
cloth, and the fashionable colors for these 
suits are dark 
and 
rich, seal 
brown 
and olive 
green 
being 
most 
worn. 
The front breadth of the skirt is made 
gored, and covered almost entirely with 
patterns in fine braid. 


THE PYRAMIDAL DESIGNS 
And designs of the Grecian order have so 
far met with most favor. 
The back of the 
skirt is usually trimmed around the bot­ 
tom with two or three narrow plaitings, 
and is made with or without drapery to 
suit the fancy of the wearer ; when dra­ 
pery is worn it has a deep braided border 
to correspond with the pattern used on the 
front of the dress. 
The basque is made 
very tight-fitting and ornamented 
with 
braid. 
The long outside garment is made 
in the form of a pelisse, with the front left 
open to the waist to display the braided 
skirt. 
Around the bottom of the garment 
and down both sides of the front is a very 
deep braided border. 
Often the border 
around the bottom measures nearly a foot 
deep, and the border on each side of the 
front is about half th at width. The sleeves 
and the lapels of the pockets are orna­ 
mented in the same way. 
Sometimes the 
outside garment is made in the long dol­ 
man form, but the tight-fitting garments 
are generally preferred, especially for young 
ladies. 
The hats v. orn with these Buits 
are usually turbans of velvet of the same 
shade as the dress. 
Some of them have 
very low crowns, with heavy rolled brims 
of velvet, aud others have higher crowns 
with plain brims. 
They are always dec­

SILK AND VELVET COSTUMES 
Are also worn on the street, some of dark 
and some of brighter Bhadcs, A very pretty 
one is nude of heavy silk and velvet of a 
beautiful amethyst purple. 
The skirt is of 
silk, with the front laid in dtep side plaits 
from top to bottom, and the back is made 
of graduated rows of side-plaiting, the first 
row being about ten inches deep. 
The 
basque is of plain velvet of the same shade, 
made quite short on the hips and pointed 
both front and back. 
The sleeves are long 
and tight, and loose-wristed gloves, which 
reach the elbow, are pulled over them. 
Caught under the basque in the back is a 
wide sash of silk with two bouffant loops 
and long ends. 
The hat is a close turban 
with a round crown and a flat brim of 
twisted velvet. 
On the left side is a large 
brown bird, with the head dropping over 
the edge of the brim very near the froat of 
the hat. The feathers in the wings and tail 
are shaded from a dark brown to a delicate 
creamy white, and a tiny tuft of white feath- 
erB ornaments the head. 
This style of bird 
presents a striking contrast to the brill- 
lantly-plumaged ones which are so much 
worn, and, as it is not easily soiled, it is 
for some reasons preferable "to the white 
birds, which come next in favor. 
Imperial 
blue, whieh was worn to some extent last 
season, will be even more popular this win­ 
ter. 
It is one of the loveliest shades of a 1 
lovely color, and to some is extremely be­ 
coming, while to others no color could be 
imagined which would be more unbe­ 
coming. 
A VERY s t y l is h d r e s s 
Of this color has a full skirt of silk laid in 
wide double box-plaits all the way round. 
The upper part of the drees is of velvet. 
It is made a short, straight basque in froat, 
and at each side is a long, wide tablet lined 
with silk. 
Across these Ablets in the 
back, caught nearly to thekva-et line, is 
looped full bouffant drapery of silk, so ar­ 
ranged as to form a number of loose fall 
puffs. 
The buttons are small balls of 
beautifully-shaded white pearl, aud there 
is scarcely a hair’s breadth between them.

A very elegant reception costume, 
and rather an odd one, is of rich brown 
velvet and surah satin of a little lighter 
shade, 
Tne bick of the dress is made 
with a yoke of brown velvet, and from 
this, falling in rich heavy folds, is a W at­ 
teau plait, sweeping the floor in a long 
round train. 
By the way, none but 


TALL, SLENDER LADIES 
Should ever think of indulging in W atteau 
plaits. 
The Iront and sides of the skirt 
are óf satin and cnt gored, and the bottom 
is ornamented with three narrow rallies. 
From the ruffles to the waist the skirt is a 
mass of embroidery in silk shaded from the 
most delicate brown to the deepest. 
The 
design, if design it may be called, is one of 
wild flowers aud grasses, with small birds 
and large butterflies scattered at irregular 
intervals over the whole. 
The idea is a 
good one, and, well carried ont, makes a 
beautiful pattern of 
embroidery.

The ruff forms a point

Tne bonnet is a close- 
fitting capote of brown velvet, with a 
double ruehirg of white lice around the 
front, and three small ostrich tips at the 
left side of shaded brown. 
Lou.: narrow 
strips of brown satin ribbon tie across the 
bach, high on the right side, with long 
loops and ends. 
The fan has sticks of some 
dark brown wood, c .rvel, with a spray of 
tirades across th e fan from left to right. 
The upper partis of satin, with a border of

OUTSIDE WRAPS AND WINTRY WEATHER, 
One of the newest garments displayed is a 
combination of a brilliantly-colored India 
shawl and deep seal-brown plush. 
The 
wrap is made dolman form, with long,wide- 
pointed sleeves. 
The back and front are 
made of the bright shawl and the sleeves 
of the plush. 
The piece of shawl in the 
back is about ten inches wide across the 
shoulders, and grows narrower, until at the 
waist line it is about four inches wide, and 
from there it widens again to the bottom 
of the garment, which reaches about half 
way down the skirt, and the front piece is 
made in the same manner, and the long 
plush sleeves are set in at the neck. 
All 
around tbe garment is a deep, straight bor­ 
der of the bright material, and around the 
neck and the bottom, aud down the front 
in a double row, is a finish of deep chenille 
fringe cf a dark brown mixed with brill­ 
iantly-colored fringe.

Jn st introduced for hat trimming is light- 
colored. leather. 
One of the hats orna­ 
mented iu this odd style is something in 
tbe shape of a sailor hat, with a broad 
brim and a large high crown, and is made 
of dtep red velvet. 
Aronnd the outside 
edge of the brim is a row of trimming 
composed of leather and velvet, which is 
almost indescribable, but the l ather seems 
to be a long narrow atrip cut on both 
edges iu scallops, and in the center of each 
scallop a rnund piece about the size of a 
cent is cut out, leaving a long strip of 
leather rings. 
Through these rings is 
drawn a band of loosely-twisted velvet, 
and one row of this odd trimming deco­ 
rates the brim, and three rows are drawn 
around the crown and fastened on the left 
side with a large leather buckle. 
This is 
the only trimming used, aud the effect of 
the hat is extremely pretty and stylish. 
In some of the new and stylish “ pokes” 
the crown is not visible. 
Instead of hav­ 
ing the outside brim and crown covered 
with separate pieces, one large piece of 
whatever the material used, is frilled on 
the edge of the brim in front aud drawn 
iu heavy folds over the crown and caught 
under the edge of the hat in the back.

\\ ater from the holy well at Meccs turns 
out to be ten times worse than the average 
sewage of London. 
Iron chess boards, and chessmen with 
concealed magnets to steady them, are sold 
in Beilin for convenience of travelers. 
A t Ilouen the Municipal Council propose 
to use the current of the Seine to drive dy- 
namo-slectric machines for lighting the city. 
The Chemiker Zritung says that a solu­ 
tion of quinine hydrcehlorate acidulated 
with hydrochloric acid will quickly and 
entirely remove the odor of musk from any 
object. 
Incandescent electric lighting with tne 
Swan system I n s proved highly satisfac­ 
tory in the Bari Opera House. 
The use of 
gas in the foj tr aesUoyed almost entirely 
the tine decorations 
Experiments conducted between Munich 
and Mi shach have proved conclusively 
th at e lectrical energy capable of being con­ 
verted into motive power can be sent over 
an ordinary telegraph wire. 
Two engineers have heen sent to England 
by the Alta Italia Railway Company to 
study the working of the electric light 
which has been adopted by tbe Directors of 
tbe London and Brighton road. 
Captain Webb seems to think that the 
use of porpoise oil rubbed all over the body 
and even the face prevents the chilling 
action of cold w ater affecting the vita! parts 
of swimmers who remain a long time in 
the water. 
Ail professionals, he says, now 
use oil. 
Artificial ivory of a pure white color and 
very durable has U tsly been made by the 
inventor of celluloid. 
It is prepared by 
dissolving sheilac in ammonia, mixing the 
solution with oxide of zinc, driving off the 
ammonia by heating, and afterward pow­ 
dering the residue aud strongly compress­ 
ing it in molds. 
From a paper by Dr. W . Alexeew it ap­ 
pears that at temperatures between 63 and 
90 5 salicylic aeid forms, with water, three 
kind3 of solutions : 1. Solution of water in 
salicylic acid ; 2. A solution of salicylic 
acid in water, which, on cooling, deposits 
the ac¡d in crystals ; 3. A solutiou of sali­ 
cylic aeid and water, wiiich, when cold, 
deposits the liquid acid.

W riting on the action of the presence of 
leaves of zinc in steam boilers, M. Trev-' 
says a battery is formed by tne presence 
of iron and zinc, which occasions a con­ 
tinuous decomposition of the water. 
Tne 
oxygen combines with the zinc, and the 
zinc oxide thus formed unites with the 
fatty acids of the feed water, forming a 
tine soap, which prevents the adhesion of 
saline matters to the interior of the hoiler. 
The h; drogen set free prevents the danger 
of explosion from the absence of gaseous 
matter 
and 
consequent 
superheating. 
When a boiler has been kept for a consid­ 
erable time with the firebauked up, the hot 
water is totally deprived of air, and on 
then raising the heat an explosion is possi- 
sible. .In such cases M. Treve recommends 
that a portion of the water be run off and 
fresh water containing air introduced in its 
place.

O i l f o r \\ a c o n F e l l ie s . — Many farm­ 
ers thiuk that as soon as wagon fellies be­ 
gin to shrink they must go at once to a 
blacksmith shop and get their tires set. 
Instead of doing that, which is often a 
damage to the wheels, causing them to 
dish, if they will get some liaseed oil and 
heat it boiling hot and give the fellies all 
the oil they can take, it will fill them up 
to their usual size and tighten the tire 
After the oil, a coat of paint is a good 
thing to keep them from shrinking, and 
also keep out *he water. 
If you do not 
wish to go to the trouble of mixing paint, 
you can heat the oil and tie a rag to a stick 
and swab them over as long as they will 
take oil. 
A brush is more convenient to 
use, but a swab will answer if you do not 
wish to buy a brush. 
Ic is quite a saving 
of time and money to look atrer the wood­ 
work *»f farm machinery. Alternate wetting 
and drying injures and causes the best 
wood soon to decay and lose its strength 
uniese kept well painted. 
Ic pays to keep 
a little oil on hand to oil ¡fork-handles, 
rakes, neckyokes, wh'ii! ;trees aud any of 
the small tools on the farm that are mere 
or leas exposed.—[Farmers’ lleview.
